Upon all Occafions, wherein thev have lain 
open te Juftice, we find as few of them fuffer- 
ing as poffitle 3 in Plots, in Correfpondence 
with Enemies, in betraying our Councils, in 
[avafion:,in Tumults and Riots,in Pamphlets 
and feditious Writings, in furious Preach- 

- ings; in fhore, all their Excurfions, where- 
in the Law could take bold of chem, and in 
which the Government had ic in their 
Power to punifh, all the Tendernefs in the 
World has been ufed towards them 
The very Sentences of the Law have not 
been executed ; how many have heen par- 
don’d,how few punith’d ; in theAffzfiination 
of King Wiliam, how few were put to 
Death, and none but fuch as again& whom 
there was no other Defence? Jn the Tu: 
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mults about the Union in Scptland, not one 
Man fuffer’d; in the Invalion, not a Drop 
of Blood yet {pilt And at laft, to 
crown all, and make’ the Work of Royal _ 
Mercy compleat, unafk’d, unexpeéted, and 
Tam forry to fay it, tow much unthank’d, 
her Majefty has of her own Native Clemen- 
cy, and totry if they may ac laft be pre- 
vail’d on to bethink themfelves, granted a 
general, full and free Pardon ——AU Inva» 
fions from abroad, Infults and Confedera- 
cies at home; all the urdutiful Behaviour, 
the Efpsufiag a Foreign Intereft, and Af- 
froitts to the Government s in fhortailKinds 
and Confequences of Jacobitifin and- Di- 
affe@ion, are forgotten and forgiven —— 
Thus the Queen heaps Coals of Fire upon 
their Heads, and loads them with the juft 
Reproach of inimitable Ingratitude ——— 
Her Majefty has made the worft Enemy,° 
the moft inveterate profefs’d Traytor, pei- 
feGly eafie , By-gons are By-gons, ail Re- 
fentment. is laid afleep, all Crime obliterae 
ted, black Criminals are wafh’d white, the 
old Score of Treafon, Fa&tion, Difafleétion, 
and Anti-Revolutioning is wip’d out, and 
the Gentlemen are now at Liberty to tick 
for more. 

Will any Excufe, after this, be left to a 
Party to oppofe this Goveroment ? Is it 
poffible, the Queen could dd more to ob- 
lige them, than to make them ealte under 
all their State-Apprehentions, and frankly 
remit all their Follies ? —What.can be ex. 
pe&ted after this, if Men will renew their 
Oppofition ? — I hinted already, thac the 
Clemency of the Government fhould not be 
expe@ed to laft always, thata Time would 
come, when the leaden Feet of Juftice. 
would come up with acontinued offending 
Party, and they cannot have the Face to 
expeét more Patience ina Nation, that has 
already fo long labour’d under the Difeafe 
of their Difaffeion. 

The Queen has ftrove.to conquer you all 
with Clemency and Kindnefs , pray, Gen 
tlemen, examine, what End can her Ma- 
jefty propofe to ‘her felf ia it Tis 
plain, Power is not wanting tocrufh you 
of which by it felf. ’Tisplain, itis by
